Public Housing Officials Await Nod 


To Set Up Sale of 


James G. Melville, director of' 
the San Francisco office of the 
Public Housing Administration, | 
announced yesterday that he ex- 
pects instructions to open negoti- 
ations for the sale of Stanford Vil- | 
lage to the City of Menlo Park to 
arrive from Washington “shortly.” | 

Melville himself returned from 
the capital this week, after being! 
briefed on recent negotiations 
there involving the PHA, Con-! 
gressman J. Arthur Younger, 
Mayor Michael L. Belangie and 
City Manager C. L. Longson. 

He said that he will be the ag-. 
ent for negotiation, as soon as fin- 
al instructions ate received. | 

Decision of the PHA to negoti-| 
ate an agreement with the city 
whereby Menlo Park would’ ac-| 
quire control of the land was re- 
vealed Monday. City Manager | 
C. L. Longson interpreted the de-! 
cision as meaning that the city 
would be able to acquire the land 
either under a_ lease-purchase | 
agreement or through outright | 
purchase for a figure approximat- 
ing the government’s cost, or! 
slightly more than $1000 an acre.

That That Smell: 


‘TWAS TEAR GAS 


That smell which pervaded | 
the 860 block of O’Connor street 
in East Palo Alto late Saturday 
night and early Sunday was on- 
ly chloropicrin. 

That's tear gas. 

The “strange smell in the 
air,” which caused irritation to 
eyes was reported by residents 
of the area at 12:48 a. m. Sun- 
day. Menlo Park Fire District 
firemen investigated, and found 
out what it was. 

According to Deputy Chief 
George Carter, the gas is inject- 
ed into the soil, at a flower 
ranch abutting the rear of hous- 
es facing O’Connor street, ev- 
ery year. Pumped into the soil 
six inches down, it kills fungus. 

Chief Carter said that nor- 
mally it doesn’t bother neigh- 
bors, because either sun or 
wind dissipates the odor. But 
Saturday night, there wasn’t any 
of either. 

The smell vanished 
slight breeze blew up.

valuation. They did this by down- 
ing a request for a maximum tax 
rate of $1.75 per $100 assessed 
valuation by a vote of 1067 to 668. 


NO NEW ISSUE 

No resubmission of the bond is- 
sue or tax rate maximum meas- 
ures is contemplated at this time, 
according to School District 
board of trustees Chairman Ben 
Holland. The law demands, how- 
ever, that a new vote be held if 
10 per cent of the district voters 
so petition the board. 

The bond issue would have re- 
quired a two-thirds majority to 
pass; the tax rate measure would 
have required only a simple ma- 
jority. 

School District Superintendent

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Or Is It Capital Outlay? 


Costs, View Possible Cuts in Tofal 


Maintenance costs in the Men-| 
lo Park Elementary School Dis- 
trict appear to be higher than in 
other districts in the county, but 
whether or not the district would 
save money by cutting them will 
continue to be a matter of study. 

This was reported by district | 
Trustee Robin Hood, who had 
been comparing maintenance} 
costs of county school districts 
during the past several weeks. 
Monday night, he reported to 
fellow trustees that Menlo Park| 
district’s maintenance outlay, 6.4 
per cent of the total budget, is 
the highest in the county. 

But he agreed that this might 
be due to the fact that much of 
the work done by school district | 
maintenance men might be class- 
ed as “capital outlay,” since the} 


maintenance workers do a con- 
siderable amount of minor con- 
struction work about the district. 

Hood, pointed out that, in the 
case of many sma!l projects, it 
might prove possible to save 
money by 


However, Superintendent Mel 


Homfeld pointed out that in many, 


cases the district workers obtain 
materials from federal surplus, at 
a great saving to the district as 
compared with retail costs. 


Homfeld also pointed out that. 


the district spends more money 
than the average school district 
in the state on instructionai sup- 
plies, as well as on maintenance. 

Hood said he would continue 
his study of maintenance costs, to 
attempt to determine if they are 
out of line.

A BLACK EYE 


To our thinking, there are serious consequences in store for 
Menlo Park because of Tuesday's defeat of the elementary school 
bonds and permissive tax rate, consequences that have not so 
far becn revealed. 

It is true, as many a grandfather oft has enjoyed telling, that 
youngsters in “the good old days” didn’t have school buses or 
kindergartens or school nurses or after-school recreational pro- 
grams. It is true that the youngsters of today probably will sur- 
vive as well as Grandpa did. 

But refusal of Menlo Park’s voters to approve the measure 
is going to have a serious affect on this community's reputation 
as a progressive, intelligent town that is a good place in which 
to bring up children. 

Within hours of first publication of results of the Tuesday 
voting, we at the Recorder had a long-distance telephone call 
from Novato. One Thomas D. Hardcastle of that city informed 
us he had been about to purchase a home in Menlo Park. In 
view of the community’s action in turning down the school imeas- 
ures, he was considering backing out of the deal. 

“The principal reason I was planning to move to Menlo Park,” 
said Hardcastle, “was that I thought Menlo Park would offer my 
8%-year-old daughter better educational opportunities and associ- 
ations than most communities in the Bay area.” 

He had sized up Menlo Park, he said, after careful investi- 
gation, as a pleasant town of progressive, good-thinking people. 
Did we think he had been wrong in his appraisal? Might some- 
thing still be done to maintain this community’s high educational 
standards? : 

That is the sort of thing others are thinking about Menlo 
Park this week. That is the sort of thinking that can do this 
community a great deal of long-range harm. 

The statutory school tax limit of 90 cents on $100 of assessed 
valuation, to which our school taxes now revert automatically, 
was established during the depression years. 
assessed valuation was about 40‘per cent of sale value; today it is 
about 20 per cent. In those days, the school district had to con- 
tend with about one child for every three homes; today there 
is more than one child in school for every home in the area. 

If the district is forced to rely on the 90-cent tax, we will be 
setting back school standards not only eight years——the last time 
it operated on such a basis——but back to the standards of the 
“good old days” that Grandpa likes to talk about. 

Grandpa survived despite a lot of difficulties. But many of 
his contemporaries died for lack of penicillin. Had the doctors 
had penicillin, Grandpa’s lost contemporaries might still have 
died for lack of thestelephone with which to summon the doctor 
in time. Let’s not give up progress just because Grandpa made 
out all right! 

If 10 per cent of the registered voters of the school district 
petition the school board for it, a new election must be held. 
Perhaps in that way we could at least put our schools back on 

‘the basis of the past five years, with a $1.50 permissive tax. For 
two years——in 1947 and “48——this district had a permissive rate 
of $2! 

A new election, forced by the action of the people, is the 
only chance we have to regain the respect of the rest of the world. 

We hope we will see such action!

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ABOUT Music! 


Park has been ably and emphatic- 


lally presented to top Public Hous- 


ing Administration offictals, and 
apparently there is agreement as 
to the equity of our cbjectives. 

Our original plan contemplated |’ 
acquisition of the Stanford _Vil- 
lage property by Stanford univer- 
sity at the government’s original 
cost, and the University in turn 
was to have released 25 acres at 
their cost to Stanford Research 
Institute, and 10 acres, likewise 
at their cost, to Menlo Park 
School District. 

The university was to have 
released the balance of the pro- 
perty as their veterans’ housing 
program permitted to the City 
of Menlo Park at their cost. 

Under this program the city 
would have benefitted by having 
Stanford Research Institute re- 
main in the city instead of having 
to move to the Stanford lands in 
Mayfield. 

The city would ultimately bene- 
fit by obtaining title to the re- 
maining approximately 50 acres 
at a nominal cost, and reselling 
them to business enterprises that 
would build adiminstrative, execu- 
tive or research offices here in 
accordane with the high standards 
of the zone, and add substantially 
to our tax base without lowering 
the desirable residential charac- 
teristics of the city. 

The result of the trip was the 
determination that this ap- 
proach was not workable, and 

that the procedure should be 
reversed. That is, Menlo Park 
should be the acquiring agency, 
sell the 10 acres to the school 
district at our cost, sell 25 acres 
to the Stanford Research Insti- 
tute at a price that is attractive 
to them, and lease such of the 
remaining property as is need- 
ed to the university to carry on 
the veterans’ housing program. 

Surplus property could then be 
sold by the city to companies for 
executive, administrative or re- 
search office buildings for the 
purpose of developing our tax 
base and providing a high type of 
employment opportunities to our 
residents. 

It is our belief as a result of 
the trip that this solution can be 
negotiated out. If so, this will re- 
sult in one of the most forward} 
steps in Menlo Park’s history. 


25 Years Ago: 


Officer Feeley

Chasing his man, Feeley. skid- 
ded to a stop as the train rushed 
past the Encinal avenue crossing 
and was thrown from his motor- 
cycle toward the train. His quar- 
ry, who also had been forced to a 
stop, started up again as the train 
passed, and Feeley leaped on the 
running — board (remember 
those?), swerved the car and 
forced the man to halt. After a 
tussle, Feeley got his man. 


AND— 

“When Officer Feeley arrested 
a boy in Menlo Park last night 
for having liquor in his possession 
(the boy )asked why he should 
be arrested and not the man who 
sold it to him. 

“On inquiry the officer ascer- 
tained that the wine had been se- 
cured at the Oak Grove Villa Ho- 
tel and Feeley at once went to: 
that establishment and on enter- 
ing found a party of some six or 
seven people engaged in drink- 
ing, and there was plenty of evi- 
dence on the table in sight. 

“The proprietor was arrested 
and is now out on $500 bail.”

bilities and purpose. 

Maybe, in years to come, its 
members will have cause to reach 
into the store of information they 
have acquired concerning the 
conduct o fsuch meetings, for the 
benefit of the community as a 
whole.
